Joining Sykes avenue 
on the opposite side of the slope. 
T he new road, ,434 of a mile on 
Culp’s hill. will encircle the observa­ 
tion tower and will elim inate curves 
In Slocum avenue on both sides of 
the slope.

A $10,000 appropriation has been 
made for new roads, flagstone walks 
and stone walls a t the two new en­ 
trance stations to the Gettysburg 
Battlefield, Jam es R. McConaghie, 
superintendent of the national park, 
announced today. 
This is an additional appropri­ 
ation over and above the am ount 
allotted for the construction of the i 
entrance stations. 
Work Is being rushed on the dis­ 
posal plants at the two entrance 
stations and this is expected to be 
completed in the early future. 
The two entrance stations, tw o ; 
com fort stations and one utility 
building contracts were awarded to 
the A. R. W arner and Son company, ( 
of Waynesboro. The approxim ate 
cost of the enure project was $45,- 
000. 
Near Completion 
Work has been almost completed 
on all five buildings. There rem ains 
some m inor work and within a few 
weeks all five buildings will be com­ 
pleted.
